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H E great and frequent inconveniences at- 
þ tending a military life, are of ſuch a 
nature, as to make the greateſt havock, even 
among the moſt robuſt conſtitutions. It is not, 
therefore, ſurpriſing, that an Army is ſeldom or 
ever without a great number of ſick. | 


| NzveRTHELESS, it has been Ae that 
the diſtempers moſtly prevalent among the 
Troops are not in number very conſiderable. 


Wx have, for this reaſon, thought it ſuſſi- 
eient to ſpeak of thoſe, whoſe attacks the ſol» 
dier is moſt ſubject to, to deſcribe them in ſuch 
a manner, as they may be diſtinguiſhed from 
ene another by certain ſigns; and at the ſame 
time to give an account of ſuch ſymptoms as 
characteriſ> the decreaſe or increaſe of each diſ- 
order; and laſtly, to ſpecify the medieines pro-

I will be perceived, that, in our little Eſſay 
on this ſubject, it was equally neceſſary to be 
ſhort, and to endeavour to avoid being obſcure, 


Turs Work, however, no wiſe regards the 
phyſicians, who, maſters of their art, and in 
daily practice, ſtand in no need of the aſſiſtance 
of theſe fiſt elements. 


Bur it often bappem, in an army, that the 
number of ſick is ſo great, and they are diſperſed 
in ſo many different places, that it is impoffible 
the phyſicians ſnould go every where, and give 
their attendance to each individual. In ſuch 
caſes, neceſſity obliges the ſick to be entruſted 
to perſons who cannot be expected to have the 
ſame knowledge with thoſe of the profeſſioon. 


Fon the uſe of ſuch practitioners, not ſuffi- 
ciently inſtructed, this ſmall Tract is deſigned, 
that, by the figns exactly deſcribed, they may 
underſtand the nature of the diſtemper, the con- 
duct they are to obſerve, and the remedies pro- 
per to be adminiſtered. 


Ar the end are inſerted the preſcriptions re- 
ferred to in the courſe of the Work, They are 
rendered as ſimple as poflible, and preference

IT may not be amiſs to rom ſome obſer- 
vations, by means of which, ſickneſs may in 
ſome degree be prevented, and the health of the 
ſoldier preſerved. We are ſenſible, that, in 
time of war, it is not always poffible to obſerve 
exactly all what we are going tõ ſay; but it can⸗ 
not but be of uſe to know what is moſt advan- 
tageous, that it may be put im practice, at leaſt 
"when circumſtances 3 : ts 


1. Taz ſoldier freſh lifted, and torn at ones 


from his family, no ſooner loſes fight of his 


village, but he becomes melancholy; and tho? 
a robuſt huſbandman, finds himſelf ſcarce able 
to bear the fatigues and inconveniences of a mi 
litary life. It were to be wiſhed, that he could 
be uſed, little by little, to this new, kind of life; 
but in the mean time nothing is better, than to 
procure him all kinds of amuſement and diver- 
ſton, "PEI 


2, Gap ſtuff and freſh greens are 'a 
wholeſome nouriſhment for the ſoldier ; ripe 
fruits are equally good, and neyer hurt but by 
their avule 3 but unripe and acrid fruits are very 

A I hurtful. 
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hurtful. The uſe of garden ſtuff and fruit pre- 


vents the ſcurvy, and even cures thoſe —_y 
attacked with it. 


3. Tart choice of water is eſſential. If 1 there 
is none to be found abſolutely pure, the prefe- 
rence is to be given to that leaſt loaded with he- 
terogeneous parts. There is an eaſy way to 
diſtinguiſh water that is pure from that which is 
Jeſs ſo, by means of oleum tartar: per deliguium. 
If you let fall a few drops of this in a glaſs of 
water, if not pure, it becomes inſtantly thick, 
and milky, whilſt the ſame operation produces 
only a ſmall cloud in that which is more pure. 


River water ſhould not be drawn near the 
banks; that which is in the middle of the ſtream 


is always beſt. 


SOMETIMES, indeed, Troops are reduced to 


the ſad neceſſity of drinking bad water; in which 


caſe it may be much corrected, by mixing a 
certain quantity of vinegar. Six ounces, mixed 
with three quarts of water, will render the 1 
even more agreeable. 


Tux water may alſo be rendered leſs hurtful 
by ſteeping in it ſome pieces of the root of the 
calamus 
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calamus aromaticus. This root is found every 


where, eſpecially in marſhy places, r* com- 
n the water is worſt. 


4. Tus ſoldier ought to be well cloathed and 
covered; his ſhoes of à thick and ſtrong leather, 
and the thread they are ſewed with well covered 
with wax: if all the ſeams could be well waxed 
the water would be prevented from penetrating. 


5. Caurs ought to be pitched on a dry ſpot, 
as much as poſſible. That which appears ſuch 
is ſometimes quite the reverſe, becauſe the wa- 
ters are but at a little diſtance below the ſur- 
face. It is, however, very eaſy to know that, 
by digging the ground, or even merely by ex- 
zmining the wells of the neighbouring villages. 


Ir the water is high in the wells, the ſoil is 
| damp if the water is low, the ſoil is dry. 


Ir. would likewiſe be proper to avoid the 

' neighbourhood of thick foreſts; they prevent the 
wind from penetrating, and render the air of the 
circumjacent parts damp and cloſe. 


Bur if there is a neceſſity of encamping in a

6. Wurd an army remains long in the ſame 
camp, the unwholefome eMuvia from fo man 
bodies always occaſion ſickneſs, unleſs there hap- 
pen to be violent and frequent winds, Theſe 
exhalations are moſtly to be feared in'a hot and 
moiſt air. The changes' of camps, on this ac- 
count, contribute üb to the health of the ſol- 
dier, more eſpecially when the bloody flux pre- 
vails. Hence ariſes one reaſon the more for 
avoiding the neighbourhood of thick foreſts, 
which prevent the free paſſage of the winds. 


7. NoTHING is more SISA) to the ſol- 
dier, when heated with work, than to ſtrip, 
expoſe himſelf to the cool air, and greedily drink 
cold water, and eſpecially well- water, which 
commonly is very much ſo. River water is leſs 
hurtful, as the rays of the ſun, to which it is 
wa om ng Expoſed, prevent its being ſo cold.

10. Guear care ought to be taken not to 
lodge many men together in a ſmall ſpace; 'and 
if it cannot be avoided, let the air be at leaſt re-

hence ariſe the moſt dangerous, and even the 
Contagious diſtempers.

made of good and pure flower; for it is certain, 
that very dangerous diſtempers are — 0 
ä or ſpoiled bread.

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F the troops encamp in the ſpring, eſpecially 
early in the ſeaſon, there will infallibly be 
many ſick. The Diſeaſes, that principally 
prevail at that time, are, very troubleſome 


Coughs, ſore Throats, Pleuriſies, Peripneumo- 
nies, and Rheumatiſms. Be 


Tusk Diſtempers, tho not contagious, do 
not admit of much motion in the Patients, where- 
fore it ſhould be endeavoured to have the -Hoſ- 
pitals nigh hand, and, if the ſtate of the Diſtem- 
per requires it, to bleed the Patient, before he 


be moved, the delay of which may me 900 
troubleſome conſequences. 


SOMETIMES alſo Intermitting Fevers prevail |

( Angina.) 


Tr is a very dangerous diſtemper, and ſome- 


0 times even mortal ; ; it is known to be ſo, when 


reſpiration is greatly impedited, the voice ex- 
tremely ſharpened, and the anxiety very conſi- 
derable. A large bleeding is immediately re- 
quiſite, and cupping glaſſes are to be applied, 
around and on the nape of the neck, which 

often give inſtant relief: the drink No 1. muſt 
be kept conſtantly in the mouth warm; and the 
poultice No 3. applied, and continued hot on the 
neck, night and day. 
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I the Patient can ſwallow, let him take 
every hour a cupfull of the drink No 1. made 
hot, with the addition of twenty grains of purified 
nitre to each pint. If the redneſs appears on the 
neck or breaſt, the patient often recovers. 
Otherwiſe this Diſeaſe is frequently mortal; but 
it is not common. The following ſpecies is 
much more frequent. | 


On of the ton/ils grows red, ſwelled, and 
painful, and the pain commonly extends itſelf 
to the internal part of the ear of the diſeaſed 
ſide. In a day or two, the Diſeaſe attacks the 
gland of the other fide, while the ſwelling diſap- 
pears from that which was firſt affected. Some- 
times the pulſe is hard and quickened, and ſome- 
times not at all. 


| In the firſt caſe, the urine appears of a deeper 
colour than it is in health ; bleeding is then ne- 
ceſſary; and if the redneſs, fretting of the throat, 
and difficulty of breathing do not give Ways it 
will be proper to repeat it.

We the ſame time a moſt horrible ſtench. 
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Turk appears on the tonſils, on the palate, 
on both ſides of the interior part of the mouth, 
or within the lips, one or ſeveral white ſpots, 
ſometimes yellowiſh, and even brown, accord- 
ing as the diſorder is more or leſs violent. The 
places round theſe ſpots are much inflamed and 
painful. It ſometimes happens that the patient 
has no fever; and the ſwelling is never ſo con- 
ſiderable in this caſe, as in the before deſeribed 
ſore Throat. 


Tas laſt ſpecies generally goes off pretty 
ſcon, by rubbing every two hours lightly the 

parts affected with a pencil dipped in the mix- 
ture No 10. and ufing for a gargariſm a ſimple 
infuſion of elder flowers. It is proper the pa- 
tient ſhould drink ſome cups of the ſame infu- 
fion about four times a day. 


IT i is to be obſerved, that the aid ſpots in- 
creaſe very ſuddenly, when the ſtench of the 
mouth is great: in that caſe, the quantity of 
ſp. ſal. mar. muſt be ITT to ſtop the 
progreſs of this evil.

Tur Pleuriſy. is known by a ſharp pain, and 
ſtitches felt in the _ and attended 
with a fever. 


THis pain is increaſed. by inſpiration, and 
leſſened by exſpiration, and by holding the 
breath ; the pulſe is generally hard, as in all 
acute and inflammatory diſeaſes : in violent Pleu- 
riſies the pain is ſometimes ſo ſharp, that the 
Patient ſcarce dares to draw his breath, the face 
grows livid, and he feels himſelf juſt ſuffocating 3 
in this ſtate the pulſe is ſmall and low. 


The Cough is almoſt continual, but inter- 
rupted by the violent pain: in ſome caſes, this 
Cough is dry, without any excretion; in others 
it is, from the beginning, attended with excre- 
tions ; Teſs danger is to be apprehended in the 
laſt caſe than in the firſt. 


Tuoꝰ the ſides of the breaſt are moſt com- 
monly attacked in this diſtemper, yet the anterior 
and poſterior parts may be equally affected.

Wk the illneſs begins to grow milder, by 
the uſe of the above medicines, freſh ſymptoms 
will appear, which ſhow the morbific matter is 
concocted, and ready to be expelled. 


GREAT care muſt then be taken, not to pre- 
vent its courſe, but, on the contrary, to facilitate 
it by all the means that art can ſuggeſt, 


BLEEDING piles are of ſervice ; a white, red- 
diſh, or ſometimes a browniſh ſediment in the 
_ urine is a favourable ſymptom : to encourage its 
continuance, the ſick muſt drink plentifully. 


Ir in the progreſs of the diſtemper, after the 
| ſymptoms grow milder, the excrements are yel-

Ix e this diſeaſe is carried off by expec- 
toration, eſpecially if the excretions are plenti- 
ful and diminiſh the pleuritic pain, and above 
all, if they are ripe and reſemble pus. Sometimes

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they are glewy, tenacious, and anguineous but 


there is nothing to fear from them, if the pain 

abates, the fever diminifhes, and reſpiration be- 

comes more free. Be cautious, however, not to 

repeat the bleeding, which, under theſe circum- 

ſtances, maſt be prejudicial. Sometimes the ex- 

cretions are yellowiſh, and mixed with ſtreaks of 
blood, and this alſo is a favourable ſign. 


 LasTLy, it may be laid down as a general 
rule, That expectoration is to be eſteemed a hap- 
py ſymptom; whenever the excretions are thrown _ 
off with eaſe, they diminiſh the pain and fever, 
and render the reſpiration eaſier. ;

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THERE comes on ſometimes, Ba not often, 
a painful ſwelling behind the ears, or on the 
_ thighs, which pain is followed by a diminution 
of that of the breaſt : in this caſe, the immediate 
uſe of the cataplaſm No 8. or ſuch like, is neceſ- 
fary, to ripen the ſwelling, which is to be open- 
ed with a lancet, as ſoon as it comes to a head, 
and be dreſſed afterwards as an ulcer. 
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Tx violence of the diſtemper may be ſo great, 
that the moſt efficacious remedies are infufficient 
to overcome it, and to expel the morbific matter. 

In this caſe, ſuppuration, which is always dan- 
gerous, comes on, and moſt commonly the ill- 
neſs degenerates into a conſumption,unleſs means 

| be found to evacuate the already formed pus. 
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Tur this is the fate of the cafe, may be 
known by the following ſymptoms.

frequent ſhiverings and night-ſweats ; the urine 
is frothy and pale, and he ſoon becomes extreme- 
ly weak and lean, The abſceſs, formed in the 
lungs, is ſometimes evacuated by excretions : 
when they begin to appear, and are purulent, the 
infuſion No 16. ſweetened with a little honey, is 
to be given every hour: broths, in which freſn 
chervil, lettuce, and parſley roots, are boiled, 
may ſerve for nouriſhment; and for drink, bar- 
ley water, with a fourth part of new milk, both 
to be continued till the purulent matter is quite 
evacuated.

Bur this does not always happen; the pus is 
often formed in a bag; and in that caſe it muſt be 
attempted to draw out this collection of matter. 


A SMALL plaiſter applied, and made to ſtick 
cloſely to the moſt painful place, will be very pro- 
per in the beginning of the illneſs; becauſe if the 
Pleuriſy ſhould degenerate into an abſceſs, the 


collection of matter will point towards that place. 


WHEN an Abſceſs is known to be formed, by 
the ſigns that have been deſcribed, the marked 
place is to be corroded by a light cauftic;” and 


vow open, Care * be taken to keep up the 


ſuppu- 
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ſuppuration. In ſuch a caſe, there is reaſon to 
hope, as the reſiſtance is the leaſt at this place, 
that the matter collected will take its courſe, and 
be diſcharged by it; for theſe collections are often 
lodged between the Pleura and the adjacent parts. 


Fox the ſame reaſon, a ſeton on the ſpot is 
ſucceſsfully uſed; and the pus has often been ſeen 
to diſcharge thro' ſuch a paſſage procured by art. 


IF the matter contained in- the abſceſs cannot 
be drawn to the external parts, it will occaſion a 
ſwelling of the Pleura towards the cavity of the 
breaſt ; whereby the lungs will be oppteſſed, the 
anxiety daily increaſe, the Pleura burſt, all the 
ſymptoms ſuddenly diſappear, but come on again 


ſoon, and the pus fall into the cavity of the 
breaſt, 


UNDER theſe circumſtances,. no other method 
can be uſed but the Paracentheſis, to diſcharge 
the breaſt from the pus there lodged, and prevent 
a mortal conſumption, 


DuRiNG this laſt trial, the uſe of the medicine 


No 16. is to be continued. If, during the courſe 


of the diſtemper, the patient can get no ſleep, a 
pint of the emulſion No 17. is to be adminiſtered,

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to which may occaſionally be added an ounce of 
the ſyrup of white poppies, or more if neceſſary. 


PE RIPNEUMONY. 


T*HIS Diſtemper is, properly ſpeaking, an 
inflammation of the lungs : it is dangerous, 
and even more ſo than the Pleuriſy itſelf, which 


| ſometimes degenerates into a Peripneumony, 


when the patient is forced, by exceſs of pain, to 
keep in his breath, 


A DIFFICULTY of breathing, the load and op- 
preſſion of the breaſt, and an acute and continual 
Fever, indicate aPeripneumony. In this diſtem- 
per the patient feels no pain; or if he does com- 
plain of any, it is of ſuch adullone asdiſtinguiſhes 
the Peripneumony from the Pleuriſy; which laſt, 
in inſpiration, gives the patient a very acute pain. 

THe pulſe is not fo hard in the diſeaſe we are 
now deſcribing, as in the Pleuriſy and other in- 
flammatory diſtempers; but, on the contrary, is 
generally found much ſofter. 


Ir the Peripneumony is violent, there imme- 
diately comes on a great weakneſs, the pulſe be-

comes fmall, ſoft, unequal; the reſpiration is 
ſhort, frequent, difficult, and accompanied with 
a continual cough; the patient cannot lie down 
for fear of ſuffocation, but is obliged to fit up- 
right in his bed; his face, eyes, tongue, and 
lips, become red and inflamed: theſe ſymptoms 
are followed by an inſupportable anxiety, and 
ſoon after by a delirium, and death. 


Aux the ſigns, therefore, that we have recited, 
give us a very bad prognoſtic, 


A GREATER hardneſs in the pulſe, a leſs dif- 
ficulty in breathing, more eaſe in lying down, 
leſs redneſs and ſwelling in the face, the eyes, and 
the lips, are, on the contrary, favourable ſymp- 
toms. : | | 


Tus diſtemper requires immediate help, for 
very ſoon it brings the patient into evident dan · 
Ser . | 


You muſt begin by a large bleeding in the 
arm, and repeat it in the ſame manner as in a 
Pleuriſy, if the anxiety and difficulty of breathing 
do not diminiſh. If the blood, when drawn, 
remains fluid and thin, and ſcarce coagulates at 
all, and if after the bleeding the reſpiration is not 

| freer, 


ates at 
is not 
freer, 
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freer, it is a bad ſign, which indicates, that the 
thicker parts are retained in the lungs, and the 
thinner only diſcharged. In this caſe, a freſh 
bleeding would produce no effect, and only eva- 
| cuate that part of the blood which is leaſt thick, 


and could till have made its way thro' the lungs. 


SOME hours after the bleeding, it will be pro- 
per to give the glyſter No 11. Fomentations, 
ointments, and plaiſters, may be applied to the 
breaſt, but it muſt not be expected that theſe ſort 
of things will be attended with as good ſucceſs 
as in the TROY 5h 


IT will be better to apply frequently to the pa- 
tient's mouth and noſtrils, a linnen, or ſponge, 
ſoaked in warm water, the vapours of which 


may, together with the air, enter by inſpiration 
into the lungs. 


Tas diet ought, as in the Pleuriſy, to be ex- 
tremely light, and the broths ſtill thinner. 


Lx the common drink be the decoction Nor. 
or barley- water; but inſtead of mixing milk with 


it, add to each pint half an ounce of pure honey. 


WII 
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Wuikx the patient is awake, let him take 
every half hour a ſpoonful of Ne 13. ang drink 
after it a warm cup of the decoction No 1. 


Ir, on the uſe of theſe medicines, the anxiety 
diminiſhes, the reſpiration becomes freer, the 
Fever leſs violent, the pulſe more vigorous and 
equal, the tongue moiſt, and every part of the 
body, even to the extremities, of an equal heat : 
if, above all, the ſkin is moiſt and ſoft, we may 
hope for the beſt, and nothing more is required 
than a continuance of the ſame means, as the 
inflammation of the lungs is beginning to be re- 
ſolved, and gradually to decline. 


Bur things ſeldom take this turn, unleſs the 
diſtemper is not violent, the ſolid parts are ſup- 
ple, and relief has been applied from the begin- 
ning. It oftner happens, that the matter of * 
Diſeaſe is evacuated by expectoration. 


Te ſpitting muſt, therefore, be carefully at- 


tended to; and it is a very bad ſign, when at the 
ſame time the patient does not expectorate at all, 
and has a difficulty to breathe, with a rattling in 
bis throat. The ſpittings are good, if diſcharged 
ſpeedily, copiouſly, and eaſily. They ſhould be 


of a proper conſiſtence; ſometimes they appear 


> cllow,. 
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yellow, and ſtreaked with a little blood; which 


ought to give no uneaſineſs, for excretions of this 
ſort are always good, and grow white in time. 


Taz effect they produce is en by 


the diminution of anxiety, the freedom of reſpi- 
ration, and the alteration in the pulſe, which 
grows ſtronger and fuller. 


LET the patient, at that time, take two tea- 
ſpoonfuls of the linctus No 14. and after ſwal- 
lowing them ſoftly, drink a ou of the warm 
decoction No x, 


NorhIN OG more is to be done under theſe cir» 
cumſtances; and bleeding, purging, or en 
ſweats, would be detrimental. 


WE ks chiefly to guard ac the cold air, 
and cold drinks, for either the one or the other 
will ſtop the expectoration, and thereby throw 
the patient into imminent danger. 


Ir a ſuppreſſion of the ſpitting ſhould happen, 
and the anxiety be followed by the rattling of the 
throat, bliſters are to be applied to the legs, the 
powder No 15. is to be given every four hours, 

and the ſame decoCtion No 1. be uſed as was or- 
dered 


ro 
dered for the Pleuriſy. The patient is alſo to 
inſpire by the mouth and noſtrils the vapour of 
warm water. 9 9 88 


IT ſometimes happens, that, during the courſe 
of the Diſtemper, the patient voids by ſtool a 
yellow and bilious matter, and is relieved by it. 


This is alſo a favourable ſign, as has been ob- 


ſerved, in ſpeaking of the Pleuriſy, 


A LARGE and thick ſediment in the urine, at 
firſt red, afterwards turning white, is likewiſe a 
good ſymptom. When this happens, the patient 

muſt drink plentifully as in the Pleuriſy. Never- | 
|  theleſs, it rarely happens that the cauſe of the 


evil is diſcharged merely by urine; the ſpitting, i 


which generally comes on about the ſame time, | 
contributes greatly to the entire cure. 


WHEN the patient, by the means of theſe eva- 
cuations, begins to find his breaſt-diſengaged, he 
may have his broth ſomewhat ſtronger ; but he 
Mould conſtantly take but little at a time and 
often, that the lungs may not afreſh be over- 
charged bya chyle, both toocrude and too copious. 
Sometimes a plentiful bleeding of the noſe gives 
relief to the patient ; but this ſeldom happens. 
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Ir none of the evacuations here deſcribed are 
obſerved within the ſpace of a fortnight, if the 
Fever continues pretty ſtrong, and the cough 


dry; if the heat extends to the extremities of the 
body; if the pulſe is quick, ſoft, and wavering ; 


if a difficulty of breathing and ſhiverings accom- 
pany theſe ſymptoms; if the- cheeks and lips are 
red, the thirſt great, and, laſtly; the Fever 
ſtronger towards night, it is certain that the in- 
flammation is turning to an Abſcels. 


Tux indications of an Abſceſs already formed 
in the lungs, beſides the ſymptoms already de- 


ſcribed, are as follow: A dry continual obſti- 


nate cough, which increaſes when the ſick moves, 
or takes any nouriſhment ; he can only lie on the 
affected ſide, without its being poſſible for him to 


lie on the other; he has periodically a little con- 


tinued Fever, which augments whenever he eats, 
drinks, or ſtirs, and is attended with a redneſs of 
the lips and cheeks; he has no appetite, but a 
violent thirſt, and - complains of night-ſweats, 
eſpecially of the head, and the upper part of the 


| breaſt; the urine is ſpumous, he is greatly ema- 


ciated, and extremely weak. 


WHILE the Abſceſs remains whole, the puru- 
lent tumor increaſes more and more] it preſſes 
a upon

upon thoſe parts of the lungs which as yet are 
ſound; it obſtructs the reſpiration, and, after the 
moſt terrible anxieties, ſuffocates the patient. 


IT is therefore eſſential, that the Abſceſs ſhonld 
break, and be maturated, in order that the pus be 
evacuated. But it may happen to break in ſuch 
a manner, as to diſperſe the matter into the 
breaſt, and occaſion an Empyema, which almoſt 
always proves mortal. This is known to be the 
caſe, by the ſudden diminution of all the ſymp- 
toms, ſometimes attended with light faintings, 
and the total ſuppreſſion of purulent ſpittings. 
It is becauſe the Abſceſs is in effect burſt, that 
the ſymptoms proceeding from the diſtention of 
the purulent bag immediately ceaſe; but the 
matter ſpread in the cavity of the breaſt, grow- 
ing every day more copious, and more acrid, 
ſoon occaſions new ſymptoms, worſe than the 
preceding ones. | 


Tu Paracentheſis is the only means of help 
left: but as the ulcer has already corroded the 
ſubſtance of the lungs, the ſucceſs will be very 
doubtful: and even tho' the pus is evacuated, the 
ſick perſon generally dies after the operation. 


| Moch more is it to be wiſhed, that the Ab- 
ſceſs may break in ſuch a manner, as to let the 
pus

pus fall into the bronchi or air veſſels of the lungs, 
that ſo it may be DIAL ant: by 2 


Wis this 1 it is to be feared, leſt the 
bronchi be totally filled and ſtopped by the quan- 


tity of pus ſpreading itſelf inſtantly, and all at 


once, and occaſioning thereby a ſuffocation: but 


if the pus that falls in theſe veſſels can ſtill be diſ- 


charged, the patient often recovers, tho' the pu- 
rulent conſumption is always to be apprehended. 


THE following are the principal ſuecours 
which art has found out to forward the opening 


ol the abſceſs into the bronchi, and the evacua- 


tion of the pus by expectoration. 


As ſoon as the ſymptoms of an Abſceſs, as de- 
ſcribed above, are perceived, let the ſick inſpire 
continually by the mouth and moſtrils the vapour 


of warm water, to ſoften and relax the parts. 


Lr him take fatter broth, and in larger 
quantity, than before, that the ſtomach being 
filled, the deſcent of the diaphragm may be more 
difficult, and the Abſceſs more compreſſed. The 
patient muſt be excited to cough, by applying 
warm vinegar to his noſtrils, or to cry with a 


loud voice. This may procure a chance of

As it is impoffible to know exactly the moment 
when the Abſceſs will break, you muſt repeat, 
from time to time, the attempts here deſcribed. 


Ir, when the Abſceſs is broke, the excretions 
are purulent, white, and ſmooth; if the fever 
diſappears, or diminiſhes conſiderably; if the 

appetite returns, the thirſt ceaſes, and, laſtly, 
the excrements are ſolid and natural, there is 


reaſon to hope that the ſick will recover.

Ir, on the contrary, the excretions are ſtained 
of different colours, with a bad ſmell ; if the 
fever doth not ceaſe, or, having ceaſed, returns 
again; if the thirſt remains, and the appetite 
doth not increaſe, it is to be feared the patient 
will fink under it. 
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When the A of the lungs diſcharges it- 
ſelf by means of purulent excretions, a little rice, 
or oats boiled in milk, affords an excellent nou- 
riſhment; but. care muſt be taken, that the ſick 
take not too much at once, but little and often.

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Tux infuſion No 15. with a third part milk 
and a little honey, will be a proper drink. He 
is to take thrice a day the powder No 18. and as 
the lungs have been fatigued by a continual cough 
during the day, ſome relaxation ought to be pro- 


cured in the night ; wherefore let the patient 
take two pills No 19. 


Ir he is ſomewhat coſtive, it is not amiſs, but 
if he remains ſo ſeveral days, the glyſter No 11. 
is to be given. If the excretions diminiſh little 
by little, appetite comes on, ſtrength increaſes, 


and the patient gets rid of his fever, a quick cure 
may be expected. 


WHEN the excretions are conſiderably leſſen- 


ed, the powder No 18. and infuſion Ne 16. are LY

A $PEEDY relief muſt be given, by cauſing 
the patient to inſpire the vapour of warm water, 
both by the mouth and noſtrils, making him 
drink freely of the warm infuſion Ne 16. and 
giving him every four hours the powder No 13.

| Wurn the purulent matter is reſorbed by the 
veins, it ſometimes occaſions a ſudden depoſit of 
matter in other parts of the body, and there cau- 
ſes an Abſceſs, viz. about the ears, the arms, 
or thighs, The load of the breaſt ceaſes at the 
fame time; and the ſame remedies are to be uſed, 
apd the ſame rules obſerved, as in the caſe of an

As the inflammations of the external parts may 
degenerate into ſchirrous hardneſſes, the ſame ac- 
cident is to be feared in inflammations of the in- 
ternal parts: for after a Peripneumony, there 
ſometimes remains in the lungs a ſchirrous and 
callous hardneſs, in which caſe there 1 is almoſt 
always an adheſion to the Pleura. Reſpiration 
continues in that caſe difficult for the reſt of life, 
attended with a little cough, chiefly after meals, 
and after exerciſe; and there is no appearance of 
any of the indications of an abſceſs we have been 
_ deſcribing. This accident can rarely be got the 
better of; and the little relief that may be af- 
forded is ſcarce to be expected in a military life, 


unleſs it be for the cavalry, by riding on horſe- 


back. 


. LasTLy, if the Peripneumony be 9 violent, 5 
that the remedies have no effect, gangrene and 
death are the conſequence. This is foreſeen, 
vrhen the patient labours with intolerable anxiety, 
falling into extreme and ſudden faintneſſes, with 
an unequal, feeble, and very quick pulſe, and

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RHEUMATISM, andRHEUMATIC PAINS. 


5 i 0g general cauſe of the Rheumatiſm is the 

ſudden expolition of the body to the cold 
after being conſiderably heated, either by work 
or the weather; eſpecially if a perſon, being over- 
come by the heat, throws off his cloaths, and 
reſts himſelf in a damp and cold place. 
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Tux ſoldier is moſt frequently liable to this 
diſorder, when heated by fatigue, and expoſed to 
rain, he is obliged to wear his wet cloaths, with- 
out changing them. | 


n 
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THe cold nights, which in Spring and Au- 
tumn ſucceed very warm days, are alſo a cauſe 
of the Rheumatiſm. This diſtemper begins with 
an univerſal ſhivering, followed by heat, thirſt, 
uneaſineſs, and fever. After à day or two, and 
even ſometimes ſooner, the patient feels a ſharp 

- pain, not confined to one place, but moving 
from one limb to another, viz. at the wriſts, the 
ſhoulders, the knees; and fo different parts of 
the body are in this manner ſucceſsfully affected; 
and the articulations, that are attacked, become 
red and ſwelled.

SOMETIMES, in this diſorder, the tendinous 
expanſions covering the muſcles are attacked, and 


_ occaſion an exceſſive pain on the leaſt motion of 


the part affected. Sometimes the Fever ceaſes 
in a few days, though the pain continues. In ge- 
neral, it is a very troubleſome diſorder, efpecial- 
ly when it attacks the loins, as the fick is then 
confined to a ſupine poſture, without motion, 
and, as it were, like a log. It often paſſes from 
the loins to the hips, or upper joints of the thighs; - 


where, if it remains long fed, the cure bene 


vey difficult. 


WHEN the pain ſuddenly and often changes, 
from place to place, it is to be feared that the cauſe 
of the illneſs will be drove inwardly, and attack 


the lungs or brain, which would be attended with 


the greateſt danger. This accident is diſcovered 
byy a delirium, or a violent oppreſſion of the breaſt, 
ſucceeding a ceſſation of pain in the extremities. 


Turs diſeaſe is ſeldom mortal; but the vio- 
lence of the pains, and their continuation upon 
an improper treatment, induce usto employ quick 


and efficacious remedies. When the diſorder is 
. neglected, it often happens, that the articulations 
are deprived of motion, and there remains for life 


an incurable ſtiffneſs of the Joint ( Anchylofes. ) 
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TE method of treatment is as follows. 


Tart ten ounces of blood from the arm of 
the affected ſide. 


LEr flannels, imbibed in the warm fomenta- 


tion Ne 12. be eee n to the part in 
pain. 


THe diet ought to be light, * of ſmall 
broth, with decoctions of barley, oats, or rice, 
and with roaſted apples.

Two ſpoonfuls of the mixture No 22. with a 
cupfull of the infuſion N*® 23. warm, may be 
given every hour, unleſs the patient be aſleep.

Ir happens likewiſe ſometimes, that the pa-

Apply in 


that caſe a bliſter, about the ſize of a crown piece, 
upon the part for twelve hours, then take it off, 


and pierce the bladder it has raiſed, that the lymph 


amaſſed may flow out, and cure the wound by 


means of the plaiſter, called empl. allum coctum. 


ErcnrT days after the place where the bliſter 
was applied is healed, apply another, and pro- 
ceed as before, and if the pain is then not en- 
tirely vaniſhed, this operation may be repeated 
four times. Obſerve, when you take off the 
bliſter, only to pierce the veſicle, and not take 
the epidermis, for the place thus made bare, 
would be extremely painful, and without any ad- 


vance towards the cure.

Tos who have fuffered of this diſorder in 
Autumn, muſt take care, during the following 
winter, not to expoſe themſelves to the cold, and 
the injuries of the ſeaſon, for they would Cer-

InTERMITTING FEVER 8. 


 FEvER is known by a quickneſs of the 
pulſe, uſually attended with laſſitude, lan- 
guor, weakneſs, thirſt, and ſeveral other ne 


toms. 


Wren after a fit of ſeveral hours, it ſenſibly 
diminiſhes, with all its ſymptoms, and at laſt ab- 
ſolutely ceaſes, but in ſuch a manner as to re- 


turn again, it is called an Intermitting Fever. 


THis Fever has different appellations, accord- 


ing to the length of the interval between the 


fits. 


IF it returns every day, it is called a Quoti- 
dian ; if there is a day between each fit, it is 
called a Tertian ; if the return is after two days 


_ it is named a Quartan. 
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Tux Intermitting Fever comes on with gap- 
ing, laſſitude, debility, colds, ſhiverings, trem- 
blings, paleneſs of the extremities, anxieties, 
ſickneſs, and ſometimes vomiting. The pulſe 
is feeble and ſmall, and the thirſt pretty great. 


Heat ſucceeds after ſome time; it inſenſibly aug- 


ments till it becomes extreme. The body then 
grows red, the anxiety diminiſhes, the pulſe is 
fuller and ſtronger, the thirſt exceffive, and the 
patient complains of a violent headach, and pain 
in all his limbs; laſtly, a general ſweat ſuc- 
ceeds ; all the deſcribed ſymptoms diminiſh, and 
the patient often falls into a ſleep, after which 
he wakes without Fever, his pulſe is natural, and 
there remains nothing but laſſitude and weak- 
neſs. Sometimes during the hot fit of the Fe- 
ver, bilious matters are thrown up with a per- 


ception of relief. 


THe urine after the Fever, or during the 
ſweat, is reddiſh and frothy ; and as ſoon as it 
is cold, there appears on the top a pellicle, ad- 
hering to the ſides of the veſſel, at the bottom 
of which is depoſed a ſediment, in colour reſem- 
bling pounded brick or bole armoniac.

Tus appearance is, however, ſeldom obſerved 
in any other but autumnal intermittent Fevers, 
and it is more ſo after ſeveral paroxyſms. In 
the ſpring Intermittents, the urine is commonly 
leſs red, and rather yellowiſh, a cloud forms in 
the middle, and it depoſes a white ſediment, 
which is a good ſymptom. 


OF the two ſpecies of Intermitting Fevers we 
have juſt mentioned, the vernal ones are eaſier 
cured than the autumnal ones, which are at- 
tended with more troubleſome ſymptoms. 


THE Intermittents which prevail from Fe- 
bruary to July, are called Vernal ; and thoſe that 
begin in the latter end of July, or beginning of 
Auguſt, and ceaſe at the end of January, 'or 
ſometimes ſooner, are called Autumnal Inter- 
mittents. 


AFTER the long and violent heats of the ſum- 
mer, if the troops have been much fatigued, there 
will be many Autumnal Fevers, and of the moſt 
dangerous kind, eſpecially if the military ope- 
rations require camping in marſhy places.

PRIN G Intermittents are generally Ter- 
tians, very oſten of a kindly ſort; ſometimes 
double Tertians, but ſeldomer than in Autumn. 


We call that Fever a double Tertian, where 
a freſh paroxyſm comes on every day, but the 
fit is generally ſlighter on the alternate days. 


DvrinG the paroxyſm, it will be ſufficient to 

take a large quantity of any diluting liquor, made 

agreeable to the palate, but always warm, ſince 
cold draughts would be hurtful. 


THE patient may therefore drink of the ptiſan 
No 25. keeping himſelf quiet and in a mode- 
rate degree of heat. |

Tux fit moſt commonly goes off by an uni-

AUTUMNAL INTERMITTENTS. 


TI ESE Fevers are more obſtinate than 
thoſe in the ſpring; and of theſe the worſt 
ſort happen commonly after a very hot ſummer. 


Tuxv are alſo harder to be known; for when 
they firſt begin, the fits are ſo long, and the re- 
turns ſo frequent, that they ſeem continued Fe. e- 


vers, with little or no intermiſſion. 


SOMETIMES the Fever abates a little, and 
then returns in a few hours, after a light ſhi- 
vering. It is only when it begins to give way 
its character is firſt known ; it then appears that 
the diſorder is a true Intermittent. Theſe Fe- 


vers, which at firſt appear to be continued, of- 
ten degenerate into Spartans. 


| SourTms theſe Feyers, which in the be- 
ginning did intermit, after long and redoubled 


paroxyſms, are changed into dangerous conti- 
nued Feyers. 


THESE Favs are always bilious ; the ſto- 
mach and inteſtines are filled with putrid mat- 
ter, which muſt be diſcharged without delay ;

Ir the water is detained in the adipoſe mem- 
brane, and thereby cauſes a general ſwelling, it 
is called Anaſarca, The ſwelling generally be- 
gins in the inferior parts, and gains inſenſibly the 
whole body; the eyes are languid, the face and 
body ſallow, the urine in ſmall quantity, and the 
patient never ſweats. On preſſing the ſwelled 
part, it pits. The ſwelled parts, and chiefly 
the thighs and feet, are always very cold. 


Ir is common enough in the Army for this 
diſeaſe to ſucceed Intermitting Fevers of long 
duration, eſpecially in autumn and winter. The 
| ſoldier is alſo ſubje to it, when after having 
| ſuddenly drank a quantity of cold water, he reſts 
| himſelf in a cold place: it is alſo frequently the 
conſequence of a conſiderable loſs of blood, either 
from wounds, or bleedings too often repeated. 


WHEN the Anaſarca comes on after a long 
Intermittent Fever, evacuations are not extreme- 
ly neceſſary; but it is commonly cured by giving 
thrice a day, viz. in the morning faſting, one 
hour before dinner, and one hour before ſupper, 
two ounces of the rep wine No 38, 
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E 
To finiſh the cure, the patient muſt be kept 
warm, either by the natural heat of the air, or 
by an artificial one; he ought to be well covered 
in the night, keep to dry food, ſuch as meat or 
fiſh roaſted; his drink ſhould be little and pure, 


and as much exerciſe be uſed as Ws ſtrength will 
admit of. 


Ir will be found uſeful to rub the ſwelled 
parts with warm flannels, as often as you can.

AFTER the ſwelling hath diſappeared, there

In this manner generally the Anaſarca that 
ſucceeds Intermittent Fevers is cured happily 
enough. But when this diſtemper proceeds from 
other cauſes, it often is more obſtinate, and re- 
quires large evacuations of the ſerous humour. 
Many ways are e tried to Fon theſe evacuations, 

but 
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but experience ſhews the remedy No 29. to be 


ſure and efficacious. The patient is to take a

SURE and reiterated ebllinudens convince us, 
that ſummer fruits ſcarce ever cauſe the Dyſen- 
tery ; but the exceſs of them may do hurt. 


THis diſtemper proceeding from the cauſes 
juſt deſcribed, ſoon infects a whole army: the 
healthy ſoldiers are more eſpecially infected by 
the putrid exhalations of the fœcal matters, if 
they uſe the ſame bog-houſes as the ſick. 


TaHrs point muſt therefore be carefully atten- 
ded to, when the Dyſentery prevails among the 
troops: it would be proper to dig deep trenches 
to ſerve for neceſſaries for the ſick ſoldiers, to 
cover ſeveral times in a day the fœcal matters 
with earth, and to have other trenches reſerved 
altogether for thoſe in health. 


To change the camp often would alſo be a 
proper means to ſtop the progreſs of this diſorder;

IxrLANUATIoN of the INTESTINES. 


N INFLAMMATION of the INTESTINES, 


a very dangerous diſtemper, often ariſes 
from the ſame cauſes as a Dyſentery. 


IT is diſcovered by a violent pain of the lower 
belly, which often increaſes upon the touch; by 
the ſwelling of the belly, by vomitings, os by 
conſtipation. Theſe ſymptoms are attended, at 
the ſame time, with an acute and continual Fe- 
ver, and a violent heat: the pulſe is hard, the 
urine clear, and of a bright red, and there is a 
ſudden proſtration of ſtrength. 


Ir the ſymptoms are violent, moſt a 
death is ſoon the conſequence, Before the pa-

tient expires, the pain ceaſes; but the extremi- 
ties become cold and livid, the face cadaverous,

PHREN ZY. 


A PHRENZY j is a continued delirium, attended 
with an acute Fever. It is thereby diſtin- 
guiſhed from the Delirium, which is ſometimes 
obſerved in the height of Intermitting Fevers, 


and which finiſhes with the fit. 


Ax extreme heat, and a violent inflammatory 
head-ach, commonly precede the Phrenzy : the 
eyes and face are red; the patients, when aſked 
queſtions, anſwer with ferocity ; they pluck the

A Bleeding of the Noſe is a pretty common

Bur ſometimes the Bleeding of the Noſe is ſo 
violent, both in ſick perſons, and in thoſe who

Ts this caſe, the too violent Hzmorrhage 
muſt be ſtopped. To judge when this ought to 
be done, requires a little attention to the fol- 
lowing conſiderations.

parts, that it engenders a very bad, and truly 
putrid Fever, which ſoon grows contagious. It 
is. therefore ſometimes called the Jail or Hoſ- 
pital Fever.
